In an appeal issued by thc Inter¬ 
national Bakers’ union to the 
unions, requesting them to make 
liberal donations to thc Swedish 
strikers, the organization takes a 
gentle tap at thy officers of tlic 
American Federation of Ijbor for 
not taking vigorous steps to assist 
the strikers.

Tliat matter will have to lie deter¬ 
mined bv the electrical workers 
themselves, as they are authorized 
and in duty bound to do under the 
constitution of the American Fed¬ 
eration of Labor, which guarantees 
ah-ohtte autonomy to the affiliated 
international organizations. 

The A. F. of L. executive council 
is treading on dangerous ground, 
despite the fact that the gentlemen 
who compose tliat tribunal may 
regard themselves as infallible and 
all-potvcrful.—ti’cfc/awd Citizm.

Id 
order to know t chy It Is comlug, he must kuow something of economic de¬ 
velopment. 

We. a* Socialist*, are vitally Interested I? the development of civilisa¬ 
tion. IllHtory for u* Is not u collection of “.’hallow village tales," the 
story of the mrnnntlnn«. weddings and burials of kings. Nor Is It simply 
un account of tattles lost nud won. so tunny thousand killed on either alde^ 
and thi* or that king or general given all the. glory. No. For u* the true 
h**on of history Is the «fory <»f the progress of mankind by gradual ateps 
from hrutnl savagery to enllchtenment, culture and humanity. A great 
Kuglhh statesman hss v\ Inely said, “The history of the future is to be read 
lu the page* of the past." 

No one realizes this truth more than the really adentlflc Socialist. 

The manner in which one system bus grown out of another, feudalism 
out of slavery, and capitalism out of feudnllsm. Is most suggestive of the 
manurr by which the KodallHt Republic will gradually develop out of the 
present system. 

These are the most Instructive lessons of history.
